The story of this little piece is simple, but pathetically 
and beautifully told ; and, aided by the acting of Mars, becomes of in- 
tense interest :—Valerie, a beautiful orphan, blind from her birth, is 
beloved by Ernest, who, with the ardency of true affection, devotes 
himself to the study of surgery, in the hope of restorivg her to sight: 
this he accomplishes, and we can scarcely tell which most to admire, 
the beautiful resignation, so admirably pourtrayed by Mars, to her 
unavoidable calamity, or the innocent delight—the heart-stirring sense 
of a new and more joyous existence, which seems to thrill through her 
frame as the light first breaks on her newly awakened eyes: the sim- 
ple affectionate delight with which she recognizes her cousin Caroline— 
the deeper émotion—the scream of joy she utters on recognizing her 
lover,—or the more sobered, though not less pathetic, fervour with 
which she throws herself on her knees in gratitude to heaven :—there 
were ail specimens ef dramatic talent, 'of the very highest order, and 
were received with the enthusiasm they deserved by the audience. 

Mademoiselle Mars possesses every requisite for her delightfal pro- 
fession, a face and form, even now of extreme beauty, a voice cbm- 
bining in an extraordinary degree sweetness with clearness ; every 
syllable she utters is heard and understood even in its lowest tones ; 
added to these qualifications her feeling and grace are unequalled ; ia 
the former qualifications no one at present on the stage but Miss Kelly 
can at all compare with her, and there is a marked difference in this 
respect betwixt these talented women, Miss Kelly has perhaps great- 
er power over the more agitating feelings of her auditors, but she 
yields to Mara in that touching gentle pathos that goes directly to 
the heart.
